The 
management has applied for dates from April 2 
to April 14, inclnsiTe, and the' fixed events, dne 
to close on February 6, inclnde two handicaps, 
one te bs run on the opening day and the other 
on the closing day. Both are for thres-year- 
qlds and upward. For the first event starters 
are required to pay $20 additional, and the clnb 
adds $700. The winner will also receive half of 
the snbseription money and all of the starting 
asoney. The distance will be six furlongs. 

The conditions for the second handicap are 
the same, except that the added money is $1,000, 
while the distance is seven fnrlengs, and the 
vrinner of the first event will iacnr a penalty of 
ten pounds. Sport between the flags is also be- 
ing catered for liberally by the Bennings maa- 
agemeat and snbioriptions are invited by Feb* 
rnary 15 for the following event : 

Steeplechase for hunters, four-year-olds and 
and upward, qualified under the rules of the 
National Steeplechase and Hnnt Association, 
that have been regularly hnnted during the 
season of 1899—1900, and owned and ridden by 
members of recognized bunts in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia. By sub- 
scription ef $10 each, play or pay. The Wash- 
ington Jockej Club to add plate of the value of 
$100 and a purse of the valne of $250, of which 
$100, the subscription money and the plate to 
the winner. The second horse to receive $100 
and the third $50 of the pnrse. Four-year-olds 
to carry 148 pounds, five-year-olds, 167 pounds, 
six-year-olds and over, 176 ponnds. Penalties 
and allowances. About three miles over the 
steeplechase course, which will be altered to 
better snit the character of the race.

ST. unuis’ HOPKS. 



Last Monday’s St, Louis Globs-Demoeratsays : 

"The entries to the Bt. Louis stakes, as pub- 
lished yesterday, are, ou the whole, rather satis- 
factory. It ia certainly a pleasing feature to 
see in the lists ef owners the names of men who 
can always bs relied upon to come to the raeee 
with at least a few good hones. Racing in the 
west is not at its best at present, the eastern 
competition having drawn all the highest class 
horses toward that section. There is practically 
continuous racing at Now York from April to 
November, and the purses are so mncb higher 
than those offered in the west the good horses 
naturally congregate there, and the west must, 
perforce, take what is left. Of the horses that 
remain in the west St. Louis should and will 
get the pick. The Chicago meetings do not 
offer as extensive or valuable a list of stakes, 
and, as St. Lonis will lead in the volume of 
money offered, it will get the eream of the rac- 
ing talent. The experiment of giving a series 
of $1,000 stakes, to rnn through the seasou after 
the regular list has been run off, should prove 
a sncceasfnl one. Heretofore the stake list wae 
practically exhausted with the rnnuing of the 
Independence Handicap on Jnly 4, the only re- 
maining fixtures bsing three for two-year-olds 
at longer distances than were advisable in the 
spring. As a result, all the old horses with 
class pretensions were shipped to Chicago after 
Jnly 4 and raced there the baiancs of the sea- 
son, allowing the Bt. Louis meeting to sag and 
lose interest and importance. The now stakes 
will have a tendency to keen thea> horses 
here, and it is entirely within the range of 
probability that the overnight events of late 
July and Angnst will fill as well as will those of 
June. Last year’s early racing was entirely 
satisfactory to every one. There was a vary de- 
sirable class of horses on hand, and thsy were 
started frequently. After the Independence 
Handicap, however, these were shipped away, 
and only a collection of cheap platers ware left 
behind to struggle along for the overnight 
purses. Relisf from such a condition at the 
coming meeting seems assured. It would be 
well, however, for these in charge of the mat- 
ter to exercise considerable discretion In the 
awarding of stable room, applications for which 

ill soon be coming in. Every effort should be 
made to exclude the ‘foar-year old maidens’ and 
Boa-wlnuers since Octooer 1, 1899,’ and such 
like.” 

St. Lonis will no donbt have as it deserves to 
have a prosperous aad snccesefnl meeting next 
summer, with horses in pieaiy and good rac- 
ing in daily evidence. But that it can ontdraw 
Chicago for a moment with horsemen or stand 
any sort of comparison in respect to valne of 
stakes and parses offered is an amusing sug- 
gestion. The stakes now offered by the Chi- 
cago and Harlem Jockey Clnbs are not Ta 
“patchin” to those they will annonnee as soon 
as it is known whether or not the Washington 
Park Clnb will give a meeting. St. Lonis is 
all right in its way but its way is much smaller 
than Chicago.
